Lowell McLane of St. David’s Church gave the 
Invocation, followed by a welcome given by Robert C.

The Governor’s Proclamation was given by 
Charles Weidig, corporal, United States Army (Korean 
War). 

A Memorial Wreath Ceremony allowed participants 
to place flags into the wreath as “Hymn to the Fallen" 
was played.

Clubhouse renovations nearing completion

Once renovations are complete upstairs at the 
Agawam Municipal Golf Course (AMGC), there will be 
another place to have a fine dining experience in 
town. 

“I’m very pleased to announce that the country 
club’s upstairs dining facility will soon be completed,” 
said Mayor Richard A. Cohen. “It allows the opportu¬ 
nity for people to relax and enjoy the view in a spec¬ 
tacular new setting." 

According to Ron Dunn, golf pro and manager of 
the AMGC, renovations are "virtually done. 

“Right now we’re waiting for our tables to be 
shipped from Wisconsin and the bar needs to be refin¬ 
ished,” Dunn said. “But the carpet’s in and the 
kitchen’s set." 

The only thing left to do is one of the most impor¬ 
tant aspects of the facility - deciding who will provide 
the food service. 

Dunn said AMGC staff operate the snack bar/dining 
room downstairs, and they could handle running the 
upstairs facility with some assistance from an experi¬ 
enced caterer. However, he plans to explore all 
options and will soon be seeking bids from food serv¬ 
ice providers. 

"We’re looking at a number of ways to run the din¬ 
ing facility,” said Dunn. 

The room can seat more than 70 people and the 
deck can hold another 50. Dunn said that during golf 
season, the room will be used primarily for golfers, but

the public is welcome. Cohen said that eventually, the 
facility could be a banquet space. The main issue pro¬ 
hibiting the space from being a restaurant and ban¬ 
quet hall now is parking. 

"During the season, the parking lot is full until 9:00, 


even 10:00 at night,” Dunn said. Ae’re really busy 
and have a number of leagues Monday through 
Friday. Until we resolve the parking situation, the new 
dining space will be used mainly by golfers.” 

Currently, after a tournament at the course, golfers 
must travel to another hall or restaurant to have the 
tournament dinner. Now that the new space is refur¬ 
bished, said Dunn, they can just walk upstairs. The 
facility will likely open when the course opens for the 
2002 season in March, said Dunn. 

Agawam took over control of the course, which was 
originally built in the 1920’s, eight years ago. The 
town, under then-Mayor Christopher C. Johnson, pur¬ 
chased it at auction before several businessmen 
could develop the land for housing. 

"When the town bought the golf course, it was in 
really rough shape,” said Dunn. 'It’s improved dra¬ 
matically.” 

Cohen thanked Dunn and the Agawam Building 
and Maintenance Department for their “long and ded¬ 
icated hours” in improving the course and renovating 
the upstairs facility. 

“I would also like to thank the Golf Commission for 
their support of this project,” said Cohen. “This project 
was completed with money in the course’s revolving 
account with no burden to the taxpayers. This project 
is one that I am very proud of since it will be able to be 
utilized by golfers and non-golfers alike.”

Committee. 

First of all, the fact is that Agawam is no longer 
competitive with nearby towns as far as attracting and 
retaining teachers. For example, a first-year teacher 
in Agawam currently starts at $27,227, but in West 
Springfield, that same new teacher can make 
$29,997. After 10 years' teaching experience, that 
teacher will make $38,845 in Agawam, but $42,346 in 
West Springfield. 

Right now, approximately one-half of the teachers 
in town have been with our school system for less 
than three years and may not be making $30,000. 
When one adds on the appalling lack of respect four 
members of the School Committee are showing 
toward teachers already here, how can we continue 
to attract top-caliber teachers to Agawam? 

Agawam is fortunate to have Six Flags, Berkshire 
Power, and a growing industrial park; therefore, I find 
it difficult to understand why it does not have the 
funds needed to bring its teachers’ contract up to a 
level that is more competitive with other towns which 
do not have such assets. 

Homeowners very often choose a community by 
the quality of its school system - a fact that those who 
already live in Agawam and want to keep the value of 
their homes as high as possible should keep in mind. 

No one among the teaching staff in Agawam is 
enjoying the tense atmosphere that currently exists, 
and we all would like a speedy resolution to these 
contract disputes. What we all need to keep in mind is 
that even though the School Committee claims 
Agawam cannot afford to fund the teachers’ proposal 
for raises, I say Agawam cannot afford not to.

Accuracy of information in 
School Comm, ad questioned 

To the Editor: 

As the husband of a veteran teacher in the 
Agawam School System and grandfather of students 
currently attending Agawam schools, I feel compelled 
to write the following in response to an ad placed in 
The Agawam Advertiser by some of the School 
Committee the week of November 5th. 

* If Agawam High School teachers only worked 
four hours per day, no student would graduate from 
Agawam High. 

* If the teaching positing paid $62.23 per hour for 
four hours, the line of applicants would be wound 
around the building - rather than the lack of applicants 
which we are facing. 

* If by chance the teachers received the fair con¬ 
tract they are requesting, and they probably won’t, it 
is still impossible for them to bankrupt the town. 

* If the only fact the School Committee can get 
straight is that the teachers work on site a 183-day 
school year, then they are not qualified to run any 
school system. 

* If School Committee members have no knowl¬ 
edge of what teachers are doing each day for 
Agawam students, then they should not serve on the 
committee.

“The rest of the story” 
about Agawam teachers 

To the Editor: 

I was dismayed to see another ad in last week’s 
Advertiser delineating the facts as they relate to the 
current contract negotiations between the Teachers’ 
Union and the Agawam School Committee. To para¬ 
phrase Paul Harvey, I would like to tell you “the rest of 
the story." 

As a guidance counselor, I take umbrage with 
many of the statements that I find to be misleading. 
Having witnessed my fellow teachers, I can tell you 
that, indeed, they teach more than four hours a day. 
Maybe the designers of this ad are just considering 
the five period classes that most teach and when one 
multiplies five times 45 minutes, the number of min¬ 
utes does equal 225, so in actuality, I suppose they do 
teach in front of a classroom for 225 minutes. 

However, what about the time spent in between 
classes expounding on some material to a student? 
What about the time spent in my office talking to a 
parent via the telephone or in person in order to clar¬ 
ify an issue and to give some necessary information 
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that will invariably aid the student in his quest for 
knowledge? What about the time spent at home rumi¬ 
nating about how to help a student better understand 
the material or how to help him cope with an unten¬ 
able situation in his life? What about the time spent on 
the ball fields in support of our youngsters as they 
strive to win a game for Agawam High? What about 
the phone calls that are made from home, after school 
hours? What about the many hours spent at home 
devising lesson plans and correcting papers? 

Unfortunately, these obviously have not been 
taken into consideration, yet they are definitely part of 
teaching. 

All our teachers want is fair remuneration for their 
work. When one looks at the surrounding 
Massachusetts communities, it is apparent that their 
pay scales are higher than ours. Why was this not 
mentioned in the ad? If I were working in two of our 
surrounding communities, I would be making at least 
$5,000 more than I make at Agawam High School. 

In addition, the starting pay is higher in those com¬ 
munities. We wish to be able to continue to ATTRACT 
and KEEP highly qualified teachers who are able to 
positively impact our students with their zeal and 
knowledge; however, I am afraid that this will not be 
possible. Already we have lost some very good edu¬ 
cators to surrounding Massachsetts communities, for 
it is true that “good contracts keep good teachers.” 

The ad ends by stating that teachers should sign 
the School Committee’s offer and get back to the 
business of education. How can we sign something 
that will not give us parity with other towns? Moreover, 
why are our wants not being heard? We have never 
left the business of education. We are just feeling 
frustrated because we are not receiving the support 
that we feel we need and deserve. 

So parents, I know you know teachers. Please tell 
them to continue to fight for what they want. Please 
tell them that you appreciate everything that they 
have done for your children. Please tell them that you 
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realize how hard they work and that the j are entitled 
to raises that will put them on a par with surrounding 
Massachusetts communities. Then communicate 
these thoughts to your Agawam School Committee. 

And now, my readers, you, too, “know the rest of 
the story.”

School Comm, ad does noth¬ 
ing to bring sides together 

To the Editor: 

When I started teaching 33-1/2 years ago, I was 
naive enough to believe that anyone who ran for and 
was elected to the School Committee would under¬ 
stand teaching and respect our profession. 
Apparently, at least in Agawam, that is not the case. 

The ad that appeared in last week’s Advertiser 
News from the School Committee showed an igno¬ 
rance of what teaching involves and downright disre¬ 
spect for the teachers in their employ. 

To indicate that high school teachers, or any 
teacher for that matter, work only four hours a day 
was irresponsible and inflammatory. Preparation, 
class time, extra help, correction of papers, etc., take 
many hours beyond the traditional school day (e.g., 
grades for this marking period ended at 1:45 p.m. on 
Friday, November 9th, and were due in the high 
school office at 7:30 a.m., Tuesday, November 13th). 
This is just one example of work beyond the five 
teaching periods at the high school involving nights 
and weekends. 

The School Committee is well aware of the time 
teachers dedicate to their profession, but their pur¬ 
pose in this ad was to deceive the voters. No teacher 
in Agawam is paid “$65” per hour. This is another

example of the misleading and outright false informa¬ 
tion in this ad. 

Remember, teachers do not support themselves or 
their families on the “average salary” but on their actu¬ 
al salary, which for first-year teachers is less than 
$28,000. This has put our system at a disadvantage 
when it comes to finding new teachers. We are below 
West Springfield, East Longmeadow, and 
Longmeadow, etc. (not to mention the State of 
Connecticut). One teacher we hired last summer left 
for a higher paying position before the school year 
even started, and other teachers have left after one 
year when they received better offers from surround¬ 
ing towns. 

The School Committee mentions its wage percent¬ 
age offer is higher than others, but fails to mention 
that pay scales are higher in many of these commu¬ 
nities in the first place. If we are not competitive, we 
cannot attract new teachers or keep the experienced 
staff we have already. 

This misleading and disingenuous ad does nothing 
to bring both sides together. Remember, when this 
contract is finally settled, we must again work togeth¬ 
er to improve education in Agawam. How do you work 
with someone who shows you such a lack of respect? 

Two School Committee members did not sign this 
ad as they had the first ad. Apparently, they disagreed 
with the misrepresentations and negative tone as we 
do.

Let us give teachers the 
respect that they deserve

Education is the cornerstone of our society. The 
children of this town hold our future in their hands.

I understand that negotiations 
can be difficult for both sides; however, the School 
Committee and our teachers are supposed to be 
working towards a common goal - the welfare of our 
children and the future of our community. By attacking 
the teachers in such an offensive manner shows me 
that perhaps the School Committee needs to rethink 
what their goal is. 

Teaching is a very difficult profession. I believe that 
teachers around the country are overworked, under¬ 
paid, and under-respected. The fact that the School 
Committee would insinuate that certain teachers work 
only four hours a day is outrageous. I would assume 
that a member of the School Committee would know 
what teachers are actually doing during the school 
day, but it is obvious that they do not. Although I do 
not teach in Agawam, I do teach in a nearby commu¬ 
nity. I am sure that many teachers would agree with 
me when I say that physically teaching a lesson is 
only half of the battle. For the School Committee to 
suggest that a teacher is only working when a class is 
directly in front of him/her is a very ignorant sugges¬ 
tion. By comparison, one could say that the members 
of the School Committee are only actually “working” 
when we can physically see them at their meetings. 
Both suggestions are incorrect, but I feel it illustrates 
the problem in thinking. 

The School Committee also made a point that the 
mean teacher salary in Agawam is around $45,000. 
The School Committee failed to mention that such a 
statistic is obviously skewed by an extremely large 
population of teachers near retirement within the next 
couple of years. The figure the School Committee 
reported as its “average" is what a teacher can look 
forward to after about 13 years of teaching. I would 
like to ask the School Committee to f;nd one other 
profession that requires a master’s degree and that its 
greatest earning potential is around $45,000.1 think it 
would be a difficult task. 

Teachers obviously do not go into teaching for the 
money or prestige. We go into education because we 
believe in children. Teachers in this town do not 
deserve the lack of respect the School Committee 
has shown. I suggest that the members of the School 
Committee do some serious research into the work 
teachers do, day in and day out. Spend a week in a 
classroom, any classroom. Plan lessons; gather 
materials; assess behavior; evaluate progress; go to 
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TEAM meetings; write measurable annual goals and 
objectives; do progress reports; go to faculty meet¬ 
ings; go to department meetings; administer a stan¬ 
dardized test; write an IEP report; meet with parents; 
consult with specialists; review the frameworks; 
organize parent volunteers; correct papers; make and 
write classroom observations; do lunch duty; do 
recess duty; do bus duty; monitor bathrooms; make a 
bulletin board; council a child; council a parent; write 
a curriculum; review and address IEP and 504 plans; 
and - if you have time - teach. 

I believe that the citizens of the Town of Agawam 
need to rally behind our teachers. They take our chil¬ 
dren into their hands and hearts every day and 
deserve to be recognized for it. The School 
Committee has provided a disservice to our town by 
creating an image that our town does not care about 
or respect our teachers. A town that does not care 
about its teachers does not care about its children or 
its future. Please, give the teachers the respect they 
deserve.

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Melconian votes 
for key public 
safety measures 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce the Senate pas¬ 
sage of measures increasing the penalties for issuing 
a terroristic threat, creating a statewide grand jury 
system, and modernizing the law surrounding sub¬ 
poenas for electronic communications. 

“These three measures are small but significant 
steps in our efforts to make our communities safer 
and meet the needs of a changing world," said 
Melconian. 

Each of these bills is aimed at a different public 
safety problem. The terroristic threat bill penalizes 
anyone that falsely communicates that an airplane or 
ship will be hijacked or that any dangerous substance 
or device, including a biological or radioactive sub¬ 
stance, is present or will be placed at a location. The 
expanded penalties can be used only when the false 
threat results in the evacuation or serious disruption 
of a building or assembly. The penalty for this new 
crime will be imprisonment for a term of three to 20 
years in state prison or six months to 2-1/2 years in a 
house of correction, by a fine of $1,000-$50,000, or 
by both fine and imprisonment. 

The electronic subpoena bill gives law enforce¬ 
ment officials the power to access electronic informa¬ 
tion if a District Attorney or the Attorney General has 
reasonable grounds to believe that basic account 
records of a provider are relevant to an ongoing crim¬ 
inal investigation. This is the same standard officials 
now use for telephone records. "Records that indicate 
where and when electronic messages were sent can 
prove extraordinarily valuable to law enforcement 
without unduly burdening an individual’s privacy. This 
creates the same standard for all types of records," 
said Melconian. 

The final new piece of legislation allows the 
Attorney General to convene a grand jury with juris¬ 
diction over the entire state. Under current law, grand 
juries can only be convened with jurisdiction over a 
specific county. “This legislation assures that the pow¬ 
ers of this vital investigatory tool are not hindered by 
arbitrary regional boundaries.” 

These pieces of legislation now await action in the 
House.

Changing seasons... 


Although we are very much into November, until 
just recently you wouldn’t know that. On some recent 
days, the mercury has approached, if not topped, 70 
degrees. Yet, in spite of the summer-like weather, the 
calendar tells us that the snow could start falling any¬ 
time. 

Just as the calendar keeps us current with the sea¬ 
sons, so the Bible can keep us current with the sea¬ 
sons of human history. There are a number of Biblical 
prophecies relating to the conclusion of human histo¬ 
ry, which take on an ominous tone, in light of recent 
events. 

But the day of the Lord will come like a thief. 
The heavens will disappear with a roar; the ele¬ 
ments will be destroyed by fire, and the earth and 
everything in it will be laid bare. This prophecy, 
which appears in the Second Epistle of Peter, made 
no sense until 1945. That is because before 1945, 
elements could not be destroyed, or melted as the 
KJV has it. You could burn matter to the elemental 
stage, but not through it. That all changed with the 
invention of nuclear bombs; which also, by the way, 
create quite a roar when they are detonated. 

The sixth angel sounded his trumpet, and I 
heard a voice coming from the horns of the gold¬ 
en alter that is before God. It said to the sixth 
angel who had the trumpet, "Release the four 
angels who are bound at the great River 
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Euphrates." And the four angels who had been 
kept for this very hour and day and month and 
year were released to kill a third of mankind. The 
number of the mounted troops was two hundred 
million. I heard their number." 

This prophecy, which comes from the Book of 
Revelation, is particularly eerie these days. For years, 
people have wondered If the number of the mount¬ 
ed troops was really actually two hundred million, 
because it seemed almost impossible to know where 
such an army could come from. The challenge was 
that two hundred million didn’t simply mean “an 
awful lot,” because the next statement is "I heard 
their number." 

Although it may be terribly politically incorrect to 
mention this, there are about 1.3 billion Muslims in the 
world. The vast majority of them are peace-loving 
people, not unlike the Christian and Jewish popula¬ 
tions. There are some, however, who we know are 
fundamentalist, even as there are some very funda¬ 
mentalist Christians and Jews, who wouldn’t mind 
imposing their worldview on everybody else. The dif¬ 
ference is that presently, some of those fundamental¬ 
ist Muslims are willing, and in fact do, employ violence 
to achieve their goals. In every organization, there is 
an 80/20 rule. The 80/20 rule is that 20% of the group 
is dedicated and enthusiastic. Twenty percent of 1.3 
billion is more than two hundred million. Even as we 
come to appreciate that this may, and it must be 
stressed, only may, be related to the Revelation 
prophecy, it must be doubly stressed that the vast 
majority of Muslim people, particularly those who live 
among us, are not that 20%! 

In the Book of Daniel, there is a reference to a king¬ 
dom, which sounds very much like the United States 
of America. As the toes were partly iron and partly 
clay, so this kingdom will be partly strong and 
partly brittle. And just as you saw the iron mixed 
with baked clay, so the people will be a mixture 
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and will not remain united, any more than iron 
mixes with clay. Meaning absolutely no insult what¬ 
soever to us, our population is a mixture of people. 
We consider that to be a strength, but it is neverthe¬ 
less true that most of us could (and many do) describe 
ourselves as “Irish-American” or “African-American” 
and so forth. As well, our ability to project our military 
might is tempered somewhat, for various reasons, 
especially in comparison to other kingdoms in times 
past, which were completely ruthless. So, in a sense, 
we are partly strong and partly brittle. The eerie 
part of this prophecy is that the aforementioned king¬ 
dom is the last kingdom on earth, before God brings 
human history to a conclusion. 

Jesus Christ spoke about the end times as well. 
Perhaps sensing that some people wouldn’t take His 
warnings about the end times seriously, Jesus inter¬ 
spersed His comments about the termination of 
human history with predictions about the soon-to- 
occur fall of Jerusalem. People didn’t think that would 
happen either, but it did. 

Overall, Jesus described a period of great calamity, 
the likes of which the world had never seen before. 
Among the things He spoke about, He said “Nation 
will rise up against nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom. There will be great earthquakes, 
famines and pestilences in various places, and 
fearful events and great signs from heaven." 

Jesus did not say these things just for the sake of 
saying them. He told them this parable: “Look at 
the fig tree and all the trees. When they sprout 
leaves, you can see for yourselves and know that 
summer is near. Even so, when you see these 
things happening, you know that the kingdom of 
God is near." There are signs now that the seasons 
of human history may be changing. Jesus said, 
“When you see these things begin to take place, 
stand up and lift up your heads, because your 
redemption is drawing near. ”

Improper installation of electrical fixture 
Fall from ladder 

The plaintiff was a 43-year-old maintenance electri¬ 
cian who received electrical shock injuries and 
allegedly sustained significant orthopedic injuries 
when he attempted to service an electrical fixture 
installed by the defendant at the plaintiff’s employer’s 
place of business. 

The plaintiff alleged that the substandard and neg¬ 
ligent installation of the fixture resulted in exposure of 
a bare wire causing him electrical shock and a result¬ 
ing fall from a stepladder, which caused damage to his 
shoulder and knee. 

The parties had sharply opposing views as to the 
casual relationship of the plaintiff’s physical condition 
to the accident, as well as the cause of the accident. 
The defendant filed a third-party suit against the sup¬ 
plier of the electrical fixture, and the third-party defen¬ 
dant then joined the fixture’s manufacturer. 

The defendants asserted that the plaintiff failed to

establish the precise cause of his injury, and that his 
present knee injuries were due to degenerative 
change from prior accidents. The defendants also 
claimed that the plaintiffs own negligence in working 
on an energized light fixture was the proximate cause 
of his injuries. 

The plaintiff’s experts were prepared to testify that 
the fixture was improperly installed and that the negli¬ 
gent installation, without any evidence of subsequent 
tampering or repair, was the proximate cause of the 
plaintiff’s injuries. 

The case settled prior to trial for $250,000.00.

Case Management Conference 

Question: I have been waiting for the assignment 
of a pre-trial conference in my divorce case for 
approximately three months. When I recently called 
my attorney to ask how much longer before my court 
date was assigned, I was told that a new court proce¬ 
dure called Case Managment Conference has been 
instituted. What is a Case Management Conference? 

Answer: The Hampden County Probate Clerk’s 
Office has published the following statement, which 
describes the recent change in the pre-trial confer¬ 
ence procedure and the activities of the Case 
Management Conference. 


The Hampden Division of the Probate and Family 
Court Department has announced a change in the 
pre-trial conference procedure. Pre-trial conferences 
will only be scheduled after the completion of discov¬ 
ery. The purpose of the change is “to make the pre¬ 
trial conferences more meaningful and to save time 
and expense for attorneys and parties,” said First 
Justice David G. Sacks in making the announcement. 

The current " Request ” form will continue to be 
used. However, in those instances where there is a 
“no" to the “discovery is complete" certification ques¬ 
tion, or where there is no response at all, the Request 
form will be returned. It is important for all to note that 
a Pre-Trail Conference at this point will not be allowed 
nor be scheduled. 

If there are issues necessary to be addressed in 
advance of completion of discovery, a Case 
Management Conference will be scheduled upon 
request. Also, a motion may be presented for the 
Court to establish a discovery schedule. If parties 
agree to a discovery schedule, the motion may be 
heard in the Uncontested Register’s Session on 
Monday and Wednesday mornings. 

This new process has been implemented after 
careful and deliberate analysis revealed that, on aver¬ 
age, in every 15 pre-trial conference hearings, four of 
them were encumbered by problems associated with 
discovery. 

These problems not only slow the docket, but inter¬ 
fere with the effective management of those cases 
where discovery is complete.

"healthful” recipes for you and your family to enjoy this 
holiday season. 

“These special holiday recipes all use common 
sense, health-conscious principles and practices, 
said Savenko, director of Food and Nutrition Services 
at Baystate Medical Center. “We have taken your 
classic turkey dinner and modified it to make it health¬ 
ier,” he added. 

Among the modifications designed to make the 
recipe a “Healthful Gourmet staple are. 

* The use of tofu in a Cheddar Broccoli Bake recipe 
as a replacement for cheese and as a replacement for 
milk in a recipe for Strawberry Pudding. The nutri¬ 
tional benefit of tofu is that it’s completely cholesterol- 
free, low in fat, and high in protein," said Savenko. 

* Margarine is used instead of butter, and egg sub¬ 
stitutes are used instead of eggs in order to cut cho¬ 
lesterol levels of recipes. 

* Minimal added salt was used for flavor. 

* Savenko cooks the stuffing outside of the bird, 
especially if it contains egg or egg products, so that it 
will cook thoroughly. 

* Savenko’s recipe for cranberry relish offers a 
much higher fiber content than canned cranberry 
sauce and has no preservatives. 

“When it comes to the holidays, although you 
should always be health conscious, don’t be health 
foolish," said Savenko. “The holidays don’t come very 
often and are meant to be enjoyed. An occasional 
plunge should not harm anyone if done in modera¬ 
tion." 

TOFU CHEDDAR 
RROCCOLI BAKE 
Yield: 6 - 4 oz. savings 
Ingredients 

1 lb. broccoli, coarsely 
chopped 

8 oz. whole kernel corn 
8 oz. firm tofu (drained) 

8 oz. shredded low-fat, low cholesterol Cheddar 
cheese 

1 medium Spanish onion, diced 
1 cup plain bread crumbs 
1 tbsp. chopped garlic 
1 tsp. vegetable oil. 

In a large non-stick skillet, over medium heat, saute 
garlic and onions in 1 tsp. vegetable oil until transpar¬ 
ent. Add 8 oz. tofu and continue to saute until the tofu 


is well broken up. 

Place tofu mixture into a medium size mixing bowl. 
Add all remaining ingredients and mix thoroughly with 
a wooden spoon. 

Pour all of the ingredients into a small Pyrex casse¬ 
role dish. Bake at 350 F in preheated oven for 30 min¬ 
utes. 

Serve hot out of the oven. 

BAKED ACORN SQUASH 

Yield: 4 servings 
Ingredients 

1 medium acorn squash 

2 tbsp. brown sugar or maple syrup 
4 tsp. margarine 

Preheat oven to 350 F. Quarter acorn squash, 
remove seeds; place cut side up in a roasting pan. 

SIRLOIN ROAST 

Ingredients 

6 lbs. sirloin roast (fat removed) 

2 tsp. beef base 
2 cups water 

Preheat oven to 250 F. Place roast on a wire rack 
inside of a roasting pan. Place roast in oven for 
approximately 2-1/2 hours or until internal tempera¬ 
ture of roast reaches 140 F. 

To make au jus, bring 2 cups of water to a boil. Add 
beef base and stir until dissolved. Use as a gravy for 



roasted beef. 

ROAST TURKEY 

Yield: 1 big family 

Ingredients 

25 lb. turkey (well- 
thawed) 

3 tbsp. onion powder 

Prior to roasting the turkey, the following steps 
must be followed; 

1. Turkey must be completely thawed under refrig¬ 
eration prior to roasting. This can be accomplished by 
moving the turkey from the freezer 3 days prior to 
roasting and placing it in a shallow roasting pan where 
it can thaw in your refrigerator. 

2. Remove neck and giblets from cavity of turkey. 

3. Rinse interior and exterior of turkey thoroughly 
with cold water. 

The turkey is now ready to be roasted. 

Preheat your oven to 250 F. Dust the turkey with 
the onion powder and then place the turkey breast 
down on wire rack in roasting pan. Place turkey into 
oven at 250 F for 10 hours. After 10 hours, turn turkey 
over breast side up. Increase oven temperature to 
350 F. Put turkey back into the oven for 1 hour. Check 
internal temperature (in thigh). Temperature snould 
read 160 F. If it does not read this temperature, put the 
turkey back in until it reaches the 160 F temperature.

Water skiing-related injuries... 

Recently, a local resident entered my office with 
complaints of neck pain and numbness in the arm and 
hand.

Learning to listen to your body... 

Over the years, I have learned there are good 
things to do for the body and there are not-so-good 
things. It’s amazing how many times I repeat the not- 
so-good things again and again. Some of them are 
tasks that are unavoidable, but some of them I just 
keep doing anyway! .' > > 

The following is a list of “bad back" ideas that I 
have, unfortunately, experienced too well: 

1. Changing the sheets on your child’s bunk 
beds. This activity is brutal on the back, never mind 
the head! Whoever designed bunk beds must have 
never made the bed. The body needs to be contorted 
in impossible positions to tuck those sheets in. This is 
even more taxing if the bunk beds are against a wall. 
One starts to reassess how dirty the sheets really are, 
or tries to convince the children that it’s fun to sleep in 
sleeping bags all the time. 

2. Another activity involving beds that is bad for 
the back is trying to flip over the mattress alone. I 
don’t know why, but spouses are never around when 
this activity needs to be done. Unfortunately, I’ve got 
too much of my mother's neurotic behavior to leave 
the bed unmade until evening. I do not advise flipping 
the bed alone; however, not only will it probably end in 
the same position it was already in, but this activity is 
sure to invoke words that are not very often spoken. If 
your luck is anything like mine, there would most like¬ 
ly be a child within earshot! Don’t do this activity alone 


- your back, your frustration level, and your child's 
innocence will be forever compromised! 

3. Another “bad back” idea is trying to carry all 
the shopping bags in from the car at once. Those 
plastic bags are very handy ... I can carry triple com¬ 
pared to paper. I don’t know why I insist on the carryall 
method as opposed to the several trips technique, but 
I do. It’s really stupid because this can be and should 
be avoided. Too much stress on the body can cause it 
to strain the musculature. This problem is also similar 
to trying to carry all the dirty clothes down the cellar 
stairs in one trip. Avoid this tendency; it’s not a wise 
thing to do. Save the back! 

4. The last bad back idea is NOT to listen to 
your body. If you’ve done too much activity, the body 
usually gently informs you of this. It sends messages 
of achiness, fatigue, pain, etc. Ignoring those signals 
and trying to finish cleaning the last window ... or car¬ 
rying the air conditioner downstairs ... or finish raking 
the leaves ... is just not worth it. That's when the body 
just gives up and says, “THAT’S IT. I’M DONE!” The 
muscles spasm, the spine “locks up,” and the pain 
begins. This sprain/strain of the back can take sever¬ 
al weeks to get better. 

It’s much easier to prevent problems from occur¬ 
ring, so: 

* Get rid of the bunk beds (or teach your child to 
make the bed). 

* Flip your mattress with others. 

* Make several trips to the car (I’ve got to work on 
this one) or to the laundry. 

* LISTEN to your body ... STOP when you need to.

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Slip “Slying” away... 


Unfortunately, the old saying that all good things 
must come to an end is a truth in Hollywood as well. 

Sylvester Stallone’s career skyrocketed after he 
brought the title role of “Rocky” to life in 1976, and he 
had some success in the following few years. By the 
end of the 1980s, however; his career began to dete¬ 
riorate. 

This week, I have selected some films that demon¬ 
strate Stallone’s slow demise. 

* “Over the Top”: 1986. Rated PG. 

Here is a movie bomb for the ages. Sylvester 
Stallone stars as an uneducated truck driver who sets 
out to win a big arm-wrestling tournament in the hopes 
of gaining the respect of his estranged son. 

As you would infer, this movie is dangerously close 
to the formula used in “Rocky” - with the exception 
that this time it’s arm- wrestling. 

The trouble with this film is not only the putrid act¬ 
ing and the exceptionally weak stroyline, but it is also 
just plain boring to watch. Much of the discontent with 
this film comes from the complete lack of any kind of 
character development; consequently, the viewer can¬ 
not ever really relate to any of the characters because 
they are paper-thin. 

Basically, the only people who would enjoy this film 
are die-hard Stallone fans who happen to be arm¬ 
wrestling aficionados. Otherwise, there really isn’t any 
kind of attraction here. 

It is ironic to note that the title of this film is very 
similar to Stallone’s career, in that he had his success 
and went over the top. Unfortunately, that means all 
that is left now is a beeline nosedive to the bottom. 1 

STAR. 

* “Oscar”: 1991. Rated PG. 

Stallone stars in this farce about a crimelord who 
attempts to turn over a new leaf. The film is quite obvi¬ 
ously an attempt at changing Stallone’s image. After 
watching, it is obvious it didn’t work. 

First off, if you attempt to change an actor’s image 
(especially one who is known for such a timeless 
movie role as Rocky Balboa), you must have some 
potently strong material do to so successfully. This is 
one area where this film fails miserably. 

Director John Landis’ commendable talent also 
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seems wasted on this picture, since he resorts to 
detailed camerawork (which seems to be his only vis¬ 
ible mark on this picture). 

Another issue which certainly plagued this film is 
the fact that there was .virtually no significant or sub¬ 
stantial supporting cast. This ultimately does nothing 
more than isolate Stallone’s performance to the point 
of extreme scrutiny. 

In a nutshell, Stallone should have taken the cue to 
stick with his most reliable film genre - action films. 

One thing is certain; it seems that playing a char¬ 
acter named Oscar should be cherished by Stallone 
because based on his recent track record, he will 
never win the award by the same name. 2 STARS. 

* “Stop! Or My Mom Will Shoot”: 1991. Rated 
PG-13. 

Well, guess who is back, now further abandoning 
his forte by trying his hand at comedy? 

Stallone stars as an L.A. cop who is graced with a 
visit from his dear mother. Estelle Getty (Sophia 
Petrillo from TV’s “The Golden Girls”) plays his moth¬ 
er. When she inadvertently witnesses a murder, her 
stay is extended just long enough to foul up her son’s 
attempts at solving the crime. 

As you can tell, this is yet another contrived formu¬ 
la that plays more like a television situational comedy 
than a feature motion picture. This is not exclusively a 
case for this film’s failure, however. 

The absence yet again of a decent supporting cast 
takes substantial depth away from the film (mainly the 
reason why this is like a TV sit-com). These two 
aspects combined nearly doomed the film early on. 

A final factor for this film's disappointment is the 
fact that even though it attempts to be a comedy, it 
just doesn’t deliver many hearty laughs. 

Director Roger Spottiswoode had no easy task 
here, folks, considering what he had to work with; 
surely he knew that "Rocky" meets “The Golden Girls” 
just wouldn’t fly. 

As for Stallone himself, he should now be aware 
that in regard to trying to change his image and film 
qenre, he should “stop! or his career will end!” 2

A very tempting dish that has a lot of style is a bal¬ 
lentine, which is a stuffed meat entree. You can make 
this with chicken, veal, pork, or beef. 

The beef ones are very easy. I take a thin-cut steak 
and pound it out even larger. I then stuff the steak with 
different fillings and then bake them. The easiest is 
this - make a box of Stove Top stuffing; fill the pound¬ 
ed steaks and roll them; tie with string and bake. After 
the roll-ups have browned, pour gravy over them and 
finish baking covered. The steak will be very tender 
and just filled with flavor. Serve with vegetables and a 
salad. The starch is in the stuffing, so no need for 
pasta, potato, or rice. 

Now, you can get a little more creative. Make the 
pounded steaks much smaller and fill them with Italian 
sausage. Tie them, brown in a skillet, and finish cook¬ 
ing in your Sunday sauce. Some cooks use only gar¬ 
lic and parsley, complemented with some parmesan 
cheese. 

Instead of the sausage, you can use chicken, 
which is extremely versatile as a ballentine. A mild 
dressing of breadcrumbs - or rice flavored with veg¬ 
etables and spices - can be rolled up to make deli¬ 
cious chicken entrees. Rice cooked with mushrooms, 
asparagus, and flavored with cream of mushroom 
soup will make a chicken entree that will have them 
begging for more. 

Once you have filled the pounded-out chicken 
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breast or chicken thighs, tie to secure. Now, brown 
them up in a skillet, then place in the oven to finish 
cooking. By braising these little filled masterpieces, 
you will have made a dinner worthy of a king. Go 
ahead, make them, and pretend it was your idea; your 
friends will be amazed! 

When rolling veal, I like to use a spinach filling. 
Cooked spinach, garlic, fresh basil, and finely 
chopped Langostinos. After you brown the veal, use 
this liquid to finish braising the pockets. Take 1C veal 
stock (you can always substitute chicken stock, but do 
not use bullion dissolved in water), 1C light cream, 
and 1/4C sherry. Taste and season with salt & pepper. 

When stuffing pork, use a seasoning with a little 
extra zip - a bread stuffing with some cooked, hot 
Italian sausage seasoned with Pinoli nuts and parme¬ 
san cheese. Braise in a spaghetti sauce. A ballentine 
is nothing more than stuffed meat that is boneless, 
stuffed, and rolled. Braising is to slow cook in a liquid. 
Together, you get a taste treat you will not forget, so 
start your ovens!

MCAS results show Agawam ahead in math & English

“The recent results of the MCAS test scores are 
above state average in almost every content and 
grade level and our goal is to ensure every single stu¬ 
dent passes the MCAS test and the School System 
will do whatever we can to ensure that,' according to 
Agawam’s Assistant Superintendent Mary 
Czajkowski. 

Ms. Czajkowski (who will be the new superintend¬ 
ent of Agawam Schools in September 2002), said it 
was difficult to compare these results to previous 
years because standards have changed. 

“I think overall, we are very pleased with the per¬ 
formance of the English and math sections of the 
MCAS test,” Ms. Czajkowski said. “We are above the 
state average in these sections." 

According to the Executive Summary of the Spring 
2001 MCAS results, grade three reading was admin¬ 
istered for the first time at this level and 95 percent of 
the third grade passed as compared to 93 percent in 
the state. 

Grade four English tests resulted in 94 percent of 
the students passing as compared to 89 percent in the 
state, and the math section of the fourth grade 
received 93 percent passing grades, compared to 80 
percent in the state. 

For the first time, the sixth grade also received a 77 
percent average in the math section of the test, com¬ 
pared to 66 percent in the state, and grade seven also 
took the test for the first time and received 90 percent 
in the English section, compared to the 87 percent of 
students who passed the English test in the state. 

Grade eight also scored above average in compar¬ 
ison to state results in the areas of English, math, his¬ 
tory and social sciences. 

The 10th grade warning status was changed to a 
failing status for the first time, however, 85 percent of 
the students passed the English section, compared to 
81 percent in the state, and 80 percent of the students 
passed the math section of the test, compared to 75 
percent in the state. 

Some warnings were issued to regular and Special 
Education students in grades three, four, six, seven, 
eight, and nine. Some failure notices were issued to 
grade 10 for English and math, and the percentages 
that failed were mostly for Special Education students, 
according to the Executive Summary of Agawam 
Schools. 

For a complete summary of all the results, please 
contact the Assistant Superintendent’s office at 821- 
0570. 

Ms. Czajkowski said students have a total of four 
opportunities to pass the MCAS test prior to gradua¬ 
tion at Agawam High School, as the Agawam School 
System is abiding by the 1993 reformed state law. 

“The law states that any student who does not pass 
the MCAS test will not receive a high school diploma," 
Ms. Czajkowski said. 

The opportunities for students to take the MCAS 
test are in the fall and spring of their junior year, as 
well as the fall and spring of their senior years in high 
school. 

Agawam Schools have a remediation program for

the present juniors who may need to re-take the test 
in December. 

She explained that any student who scored 220 
and below in both the English and the math sections 
are enrolled in the in-school remedial program. 

The collaborative students are also offered a reme¬ 
dial class in an after-school program for students who 
will re-take the MCAS test. Future plans include 
remedial classes for the class of 2004 (presently 
sophomores) and for those who failed the MCAS the 
first time. 

“The school system is also requiring teachers to 
complete individual student success plans to identify 
the students who failed the MCAS test,” Ms. 
Czajkowski said. 

When asked at what age level the school system is 
preparing students for the MCAS test, Ms. Czajkowski 
said, "We begin at the earliest age possible to align 
our students with curriculum standards." 

This preparation begins at the elementary level by 
providing professional development for the teachers 
with proper training. “The school budget takes this 
preparation into account when it comes time to budg¬ 


et for the professional development of all teachers,” 
Ms. Czajkowski added. 

Ms. Czajkowski also said the students' reactions to 
the MCAS test have been improved and there is much 
more awareness and interest regarding the impor¬ 
tance of passing the test. 

“Students are taking the test more seriously and 
are attending the remedial programs," Ms. Czajkowski 
said. “The school system has received calls from par¬ 
ents about what they can do to help their children 
pass the MCAS test.” 

Approximately 20 percent of students have not yet 
passed the math section of the MCAS test (that 
equals to be about 63 students). Strategies to improve 
the math scores are based on curriculum standards of 
framework, where our teachers have been involved in 
"curriculum mapping,” Ms. Czajkowski said. 

“Teachers also have monthly MCAS reviews, 
where they look at actual questions from the test to 
prepare their students,” Ms. Czajkowski said. “The 
Math department is using departmentalized tests and 
Math teachers are reviewing test analysis reports to 
look at how the students are doing.” 

In early November, a packet of information regard¬ 
ing the statewide MCAS tests was sent out to the 
School Committee, demonstrating direct communica¬ 
tion between the Superintendent’s office and the 
school system in Agawam. On November 7th, Ms. 
Czajkowski was also scheduled to meet with Agawam 
principals, coordinators and specialists to discuss the 
recent results of the MCAS test. 

Most recently, a letter was sent out to the par¬ 
ents/guardians from Superintendent Frank Amerouso 
and Ms. Czajkowski, regarding their children’s Spring 
2001 MCAS test results. The letter also invited par¬ 
ents to attend an informational meeting to review and 
interpret the scores on Wednesday, November 28th at 
7pm in the Agawam Middle School Auditorium. 

“We are zeroing in on those students who scored 
220 and below, but this has to be a shared responsi¬ 
bility between the school, the parents, the teachers 
and the students,” Ms. Czajkowski concluded.

There are certain things 
you cannot change 

It was sunny outside, but inside my office it was 
definitely dark and gloomy. Jessica was seated 
across from me. After dissolving into tears, she had 
been ushered into my office by her classroom 
teacher. I told her to take a few breaths, calm down, 
and tell me what was troubling her. 

Wringing her hands, then reaching for a tissue, 
Jessica squirmed in the chair, took some breaths, 
tried to gain composure, and then looked up at me to 
speak. 

“Mrs. Cohen,” she said haltingly. “My mom is an 
alcoholic.” With that, she started to cry again, so I 
patiently waited for her to continue. "I just don’t know 
what to do. Sometimes she is fine; at other times, she 
comes in the house so drunk that she is incapable of 
helping me do anything and when I do attempt to do 
something, she finds fault with me and yells.” 

Gently I asked her if she had talked to her dad 
about this. “Yes, but he can’t do anything. He has 
threatened to leave her; I think he just stays around 
because of us. Do you know she makes promises and 
breaks them? She tells me to meet her at a certain 
time and then she doesn’t show up. I can’t trust her. 

“The funny thing is, I do love her, but I am so 
embarrassed. I try not to bring my friends home since 
I never know what I am going to find. I don’t want her 
to meet me at a game because I don’t know what con¬ 
dition she will be in. What can I do? Please help me!!!” 

Now that Jessica had put her cards on the table, 
we were able to truly look at them to see what we 
could do. “You know, Jessica, you do not have the 
power to change your mom. So what you have to do 
is decide what you can do about you. I mean, instead 
of your mom’s situation controlling you, it is time for 
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you to control how you will react and what you will 
choose to do. Obviously, Mom is not ready to change, 
but you can do some things to give you coping skiiis. 

I then proceeded to tell Jessica about Alateen, a 
program for teenagers whose parents have a problem 
with drugs and alcohol. 

“Also, we hold a meeting right here at school that 
you may want to join. Not that it makes it any easier 
for you, Jessica, but there are other kids here who 
share your problems and concerns. At least you can 
share issues with them, learn what works for them, 
and start a healing process.” 

As I listed the various options, I could see that 
Jessica was calming down. Now at least she had a 
place to turn. “Jessica, you know my door is always 
open to you, so is Mr. Lynch’s door, who is our school 
psychologist. Mr. Figy’s office is right across the nail 
from me and he is an adjustment counselor. All of us 
want to assist you by listening and helping you work 
through what is troubling you." 

“Mrs. Cohen, it is so hard. I feel so torn. Why do I 
still love my mother? I mean, look at what she is doing 
to me and the rest of my family.” 

"Well,” I said, “Mom is and always will be your 
mom. Of course you love her, but you still can dislike 
her actions. That’s okay, Jessica. While Mom is under 
the influence of alcohol, it is the alcohol that is deter¬ 
mining her actions, it is not Mom. 

“Do I wish she would change? Absolutely! But she 
won’t do that until she is ready. Just hold onto the 
thought that addiction is hard to beat; she is not an 
addict because she chooses to always be one. 

“She has an illness, so do try to forgive her. It will 
make it easier for you in the long run. That does not 
mean that you have to accept what she is doing, but 
do forgive her. Does that make sense to you?" 

Jessica thought about that for a minute, then slow¬ 
ly shook her head in agreement. “You know, Jessica, 
this is not an easy situation for you, but you can learn 
from it and realize that sometimes you just don’t have 
the power to change something or someone. What 
you do have is the power to change you.”

back of the net for her eighth goal of the year. 

Instantly, the game’s pace increased dramatically. 
Westfield realized one goal could be enough to decide 
this one, so it attacked with vigor. Once again, Gloster, 
with her defense firmly intact, jammed up the 
Bombers. Again, Peltier shut down the left side and 
Cirillo bottlenecked the middle, while Marsili was 
head-balling everything in sight and Blair was just 
playing outstanding position soccer.

Hadden feels their strongest event is the uneven 
bars. “We always score well there. It was that event 
that ultimately helped us beat a very tough Westfield 
team in our next-to-last meet of the season.”

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Second-half blitz too much for AHS football versus Falcons 


The Agawam High football team was looking to get 
back into the win column last Friday evening 
(November 9th) at Minnechaug Regional. 

And, for the first half (at least), it looked like they 
might get their wish. But, unfortunately, the game con¬ 
sists of two halves. And while Agawam won the first 24 
minutes, 13-6, the Falcons took the second, 25-0, and 
the game, 31-13. 

"I don’t know what happened. We were there for a 
while, then just faded away,” Assistant Coach Pete 
Clark said as the coaching staff filed out of the press 
box when it was over. 

Agawam went to 3-7, 3-6 AA. The Falcons rose to 
5-4 f 4-4 AA. The Brownies’ next game will be their tra¬ 
ditional Thanksgiving Day battle against West 
Springfield (4-5, 1-5 Suburban League). Minnechaug 
will travel to Amherst (7-3, 7-3 AA) on Thanksgiving 
Day. 

Agawam got the first shot in this one and scored on 
an impressive drive, which started from its 27-yard 
line. The eight-play, 73-yard march took 3:07 sec¬ 
onds, with Ryan Lottermoser taking to ball over from 
the Minnechaug one. The highlight was a 58-yard run 
by Lottermoser (14-77, TD) on a second and 10 situ¬ 
ation to the Falcons’ 15. The two-point conversion 
went nowhere, but the Brownies had a 6-0 lead. 

The Agawam defense - led by Mike Locke, John 
Montalvo, Joe Clark, and Brian Pedersen - stacked up 
the Falcons’ offense, and the Brownies got the ball 
back on a punt at midfield. Agawam drove down to 
Minnechaug’s 35-yard line and faced a fourth and six. 

Coach Tad Desautels decided to go for it and the 
gamble would have paid off. Locke was open in the 
left flat, and quarterback Joe Clark delivered a good 
ball. But Locke slipped and the pass (enough for a first 
down) went incomplete. 

The Falcons took over on downs, and once again

the Agawam defense proved its mettle and forced a 
punt. The punt from the Falcons’ 44 sailed down to the 
27-yard line, but the ball was fumbled and 
Minnechaug recovered the fumble at the Brownies 29 
early in the second period. 

Minnechaug had a third and six at Agawam’s twen¬ 
ty-three. 

The next play saw a Falcon open in the end zone. 
But Jim McClosky’s (11-24, 239 yards, 3 TDs, 1 INT) 
pass - which was on target - was dropped. His next 
throw was complete to the Agawam 15. The Falcons 
Norell Veal (18-103) carried for five to the Brownie 
five-yard line. 

A big sack on McClosky by Dustin Hebert and 
Montalvo saw the ball placed on the Agawam 12. 
McClosky’s next pass was incomplete. The hosts now 
faced a fourth and goal. A slant pass over the middle 
covered the distance, and Minnechaug was on the 
board with 9:32 left in the half. The kick failed. 

Agawam, in a six-all tie, got the kickoff and started 
on its own 25 with 9:24 left. Brian Michel, behind some 
nice left-side blocks by Joe Kocot and Shawn Porier, 
carried for nine yards. Lottermoser managed one yard 
to give the Brownies a first and 10 at their 35-yard line. 

Then Clark took over. The junior quarterback broke 
off right tackle on a keeper and sprinted 65 yards for 
Agawam’s second score and his 15th touchdown of 
the season. Vin Tirone’s kick gave the Brownies a 13- 
6 lead (with 7:46 to go), which stood up to the half. 
That’s how the half ended, with AHS in very good 
shape. 

Minnechaug received the opening kickoff for the 
second half and started out at its 17-yard line. Veal got 
the call and (when he was finally gang-tackled) he’d 
picked up 50 yards to the Brownies' 13. 

A 12-yard pass saw the Falcons with a first and 
goal at the Agawam one-yard line. McLosky promptly 


ran it over behind a good push from his offensive line. 
The two-point try went awry, and the two teams came 
back upfield with the Brownies clinging to a slim, 13- 
12 lead. Little did the visitors know then that they 
would score no more. 

Both teams traded possessions until Minnechaug 
got it back with 2:01 left in the third quarter on 
Agawam’s 34. A 17-yard pass gave the hosts a first 
and 10 at the Agawam 17. A Veal run saw 
Minnechaug with a second and nine. A 16-yard 
McClosky TD pass (his second) put the Falcons up, 
18-13, after the extra-point run failed. 

The play of the game came late in the fourth quar¬ 
ter. Minnechaug had a second and eight on its 40- 
yard line. McClosky dropped and found Steve Menty 
on the right sideline at the 50. Menty snagged the 
throw and broke left, breaking a couple of tackles. As 
he did, he cut upfield, broke a couple more tackles 
with some classy moves, and outran the pursuit for a 
60-yard TD. The extra point was no good, but the 
Falcons were in the catbird seat now, enjoying a 24- 
13 lead. 

The Brownies, slightly shaken, fumbled the kickoff 
and gave Minnechaug great field position at the AHS

"Family Time" is another service that Fitness First 
offers to give families the opportunity to spend time 
with their children in the pool area and other facilities.
